“Satin duchesse, the always reliable 
and ever elegant; satin brocade which 
is the material par excellence for these 
directoire coats; chiffons, especially the 
hand-embroidered and, by the way, the 
new shadow embroidery, is perfect on’ 
chiffon and most popular in Paris right 
now. These are the favored fabrics for 
wedding gowns. 

“Lace is entirely out. The young wom- 
an who thinks her Irish point or her 
allover lace robe is going to stamp her 
as the best-dressed bride of the season, 
is quite wrong. She is entirely out of 
style. 

“Soft effects are pre-eminent. That is 
why chiffon is so much liked.

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ST. LOUIS AND THE SOUTHWEST. 

The commerce of Chicago is not confined to the 
Northwest, nor is that of St. Louis limited to the 
Southwest. The two cities compete for busi- 
ness in a vast territory which is adjacent to them 
both. 

In one respect, however, Chicago’s expectations 
of future growth are based upon the Far North- 
west, while those of St. Louis must rest upon the 
Far Southwest. 

Illinois, for example, is as much a field for the 
energy of St. Louis as it is for Chicago, but Min- 
nesota and the Dakotas are not as favorably sit- 
uated as to St. Louis as they are as to Chicago, 
nor are Texas and Oklahoma as likely to make 
a market of Chicago as they are of St. Louis. 

While the Federal census of 1900 does not by 
any means reveal the situation as it exists today, 
it shows that the movement of population South- 
westward which is now so conspicuously in evi- 
dence had begun even then. Phenomenal growth 
in the Northwest had ceased and in the South- 
west it had already appeared. 

Kansas and Nebraska were at a standstill 
in 1900. Local enumerations made in Iowa in 
1905 showed that population was increasing there 
no more. Even in [Illinois the principal growth 
took place in Cook County alone, many other 
places showing decreases. ;

There is no longer any magic in mere labels.

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PROSPERITY AND THE COST OF LIVING. 

The cost of living in all times and in all places 
has had an intimate connection with the supply 
of money. 

Fifty or sixty years ago, in the states west of 
the Alleghenies, food and clothing, such as they 
were, were dirt cheap, but they were to be had 
with no less effort than is now necessary. 

The price of board was a dollar a week. Pork 
sold for $1.50 per hundred and beef for $3. Eggs 
were 4 cents a dozen and flour was $2 a barrel. 
The trouble in those days was that dollars were 
bigger than cartwheels and few people had 
them. 

At the time of the gold excitement in Califor- 
nia it was learned that the most precious of 
metals was almost valueless in a country where 
the ordinary creature comforts were wanting. 
Many a man from the “states” who had been ac- 
customed to prices such as those referred to 
above did not hesitate in California to pay in 
good gold ten and twenty times as much for the 
necessaries of life as he had been accustomed to 
pay in graybacks at his old home in the East. 

The matter of the currency does not particu- 
larly concern those who are now attempting to 
discover the cause of the increased cost of liv- 
ing, for the increase complained of has taken 
place under a reasonably stable system; but it 
is a fact that where money of any kind, either 
good or bad, is plentiful, prices of commodities 
advance. 

We now pay for the great staples in gold more 
than the pioneers used to pay for them In depre- 
ciated and uncertain paper. The first settlers of 
the Mississippi Valley who had produce to sell 
would have enriched themselves beyond their 
fondest dreams if they could have been sure of 
such prices as their successors receive. 

There can be no question, then, that prosperity 
widely diffused and based upon an abundant sup- 
ply of good money establishes a situation in 
which high prices are certain to be asked and 
paid—not so much because the articles are worth 
what they bring as because consumers are able 
to pay and will pay what is demanded. 

What is called prosperity thus takes on some- 
thing of the nature of speculation and there is 
a general contribution to the inflation by all save 
those who do not or cannot partake of the pros- 
perity. 

We have now in the United States on a mag- 
nificent scale the conditions which at times have 
existed in localities where, as in the gold, silver 
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land oil fields, there has been temporary pros- 


perity coupled with extravagance and reckless- 
ness. Prices are fixed not so much with relation 
to values as they are with regard to the ability 
of the people to pay. 

While this explanation does not go to the bot- 
tom of the question socially, industrially or finan- 
cially, it does contain a suggestion which shouid 
be of personal interest and value to every indi- 
vidual. 

Because we are earning more or making more, 
or because people generally are impressed with 
the idea that employment is certain and wages 
good, are we falling into the habit of paying 
the price, no matter what it may be, and asking 
no questions? 

Reckless buyers make high prices. Close buy- 
ers are likely to depress prices. 
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If the battleship Missouri has flagrant structural 
defects she is probably not the only one that has 
been scamped. f 
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MISSOURI AS A DOUBTFUL STATE. 


One important and legitimate political reason 
why one or both of the national conventions next 
year should be held in St. Louis is that Missouri is 
a doubtful State.

Missouri is not only a doubtful State, but its 18 
electoral votes may be decisive. Only four states 
have more power in the electoral college, and 
these—New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois and Ohio

overwhelmingly Republican. Pennsylvania, Iili- 
nois and Ohio have been in the habit of late of 
giving pluralities ranging from 500,000 down to 
300,000. 

Under no conceivable circumstances can’ the 
Democrats elect a President without Missouri. The 
Republicans might be able to get along with 
Missouri in the Democratic column, but it would 
be of great tactical advantage to them to gain 
possession of it, if for no other reason than to 
deprive the Democrats of its political power.

Consul A. F. Dickson of Gaspe, in Quebec, makes

The Marconi company announces that it Will be 
prepared for wireless-t service between the 
United Kingdom and Canada in September. The mes- 
sages will be transmitted between Clifton, Ireland, 
and Glace Bay, Nova Scotia. The regular rates will

[rates 2% cents. Great improvements have been made 


lately to the station at Glace Bay, which has been 
moved tO &@ more favorable situation and much en- 
larged. The station at Clifton has also been im- 
proved in order to meet the situation.

For some 
time past the Marconi company has had communica- 
tion across the Atlantic, and exhaustive tests have 
been carried on. The company has been transmitting 
messages from this side to England for some time, 
but it is only recently that the communication from 
England to Canada was thoroughly successful, and 
now that the tests have proved satisfactory the 
company intends entering the commercial field at 
once, 
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PROOF AGAINST RUST. 

Consul Albert Halstead of Birmingham reports that 
an option on the American rights to a patent process 
called “sheradizing,”’ which, & is asserted, makes 
iron and steel rustproof, and has been successful in 
England for a time, has been sold to a firm in New 
York. He adds: 

“It is claimed for this process that it coats iron and 
steel with zinc as well or better than ordinary wet 
galvanizing, and that the iron anu steel thus coated 
can be brilliantly polished. In the process zinc dust 
"is placed in a cylinder which has been brought to @ 
temperature of 400 to 500 degrees Fahrenheit; that is, 
below the melting point of zine. The articles it is 
desired to ‘‘sheradize’” are put into the cylinder, 
which is then revolved. The zine in thig process is 
not actually melted, but forms an alloy through the 
surface of the articles absorbing the zinc, and then 
a coating covering the whole visible surface is de- 
posited to any desirable thickness. Articles thus 
treated are said to have an even and adherent coat- 
ing, which wears excellently and does not strip. 


MAKING BRIQUETTES OF LAMPBLACK. 

San Bernardino, Cal., hag a plan to press lamp- 
black, by-product of gas plants, into small bricks, 
which can easily be handled and burned in stoves 
in place of coal. Last winter during the coal famine 
mary people burned it in its loose state. However, 
it does not burn well in its loose form, on account 
of its packing down and leaving no air space for 
draft. Now it will be pressed into little nuggets 
and have a fuel value equal to anthracite coal. The 
San Bernardino Gas and Electric Co. has just re- 
ceived its big compressing plant, which weighs over 
eleven tons. It will apply a pressure of over 8,000 
pounds to the lampblack, making the bricks as hard 
as rock and leaving a smooth finish from which the 
black will not rub off. The new product was origi-

TRIC TRACTION. | 

Ww. J. aE eet of the New York Cen- 
tral, who proposed and carried out the work of ap- 
plying electricity to the New York terminals of that 
road, says that the electric motor engines now used 
by the company are % per cent more efficient than 
steam engines. In a recent article in the Engineering 
Magazine a competent engineer estimated the saving 
from operating a line with electricity at 215 per 
cent. This did not take into account the Increase in 
earnings made possible by running suburban trains 
more frequently than they @re run @t present. Two 
distinguished engineers, in a joint paper read re- 
cently before the American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers, estimated that if all the railroads in the 
United States had been run by electricity In 1905 the 
total cost of their operation would have been reduced 
$260,000,000. They advocated the immediate substitu- 
tion of electrical power, however, only In the large 
urban centers where frequent train service is de- 


manded. 


A composition called ““miraculum” has been brought 
to the United Kingdom from Australia, which, it is 
claimed, will prevent the puncturing of pneumatic 
tires on bicycles, motor Dicycles and motor cars. 
The new composition is shortly to be placed on the 
British market and later it will be introduced into 
the United States. The preparation consists of a 
semi-liquid composition similar in color and thickness 
to cream. It is injected in a cold condition through 
the valve into the inner tube of a pneumatic tire. 
The revolution of the wheel spreads the compound 
on the inside of the tire so that if the tire is punc- 
tured it exudes through the hole and coming in con- 
tact with the atmosphere congeals, completely fill- 
ing the hole. 

It is reported that in a motor tire treated with 
this composition a 6-inch nail hag been driven to a 
depth of 3 inches and the nail being withdrawn, the 
car was then sent on a short journey. On returning 
its punctured tire was found to be quite hard. 


NEW POWER FOR MOTOR CARS. 

Dr. J. H. Bechold of Frankfurt has published a 
pamphlet descriptive of “something new in auto- 
mobiles,’”’ in which he gives a detailed account of a 
motor car in which the motive power is carbonic acid 
gas. ‘The present popular construction, in which a 
spark motor and petro] give the power,’’ he says, “‘is 
dispensed with, and in place of these the car is sup- 
plied with two carbonic acid cylinders, from which 
the power is derived. 

‘One of the advantages is that the carbonic acid 
gas, after being used, is again returned to the cylin- 
ders, and is used over and over again. The cylinders 
are constructed exceedingly strong to resist the tre- 
mendous pressure to which they are subjected.”’

When ministers complain that men do not go 
to church, should they not seek the explanation to 
some extent in the quality of what they offer? 
This much is true: mere ethical discourses neither 
tempt the interest nor satisfy the spiritual incli- 
nation of men, who, though they may not always 
follow it, at least demand “the word’’ from the 
pulpits which they attend upon. To what extent 
does the simple and powerful eloquence of the 
plain gospel prevail in the up-to-date sermons? 

Where truth is strong and the fearlessness of a 
St. Paul invests the utterer, there will men con- 
gregate and there only will they be held. Ad- 
vertising of the pulpit, if there is to be any, ought 
to be judicious and selective, as it is in business, 
if it is to be made to “pay.” In a word, let the 
advertising tell only the truth, the fact. 

Does a man preach the gospel? Has he the 
power to declare it? Is he unafraid? Then ex- 
ploitation of the fact cannot lessen its force and 
effectiveness, but may serve a purpose. 

Whatever the means chosen to bring the fact 
home to them, a good many men who are out of 
sympathy and touch with the modern pulpit may 
be drawn to real preaching of the gospel wherever 
it be discovered.

OTWITHSTANDING the fact that the laboring 
men enjoy in America more than their breth- 
ren in ather lands enjoy, they have a just 

claim to still better conditions. 
They are now endeavoring to 
hour day, and they are entitled to it 
secured their share of the benefits which 
proved machine has brought to the world. 
ductive power of man has been vastly increased, and 
it is only fair that those who operate the machine 
should have more leisure to prepare themselves for 
the responsibilities of their more advanced position. 
A second need of the laboring man today is proter- 
tion from the writ of injunction under which he is 
denied the right of trial by jury. While this is not 
resorted to in many cases, and while comparatively 
few have pezsonally felt the harshness of the writ, it 
is a menace to all. The jury is so sacred an insti- 
tution that its protection cannot be denied to any 
thief, no matter how often he has been convicted; it 
is surprising that it can be denied to a laboring man 
without arousing instant and universal protest.

The greatest need of the laboring man in this coun- 
try at this time is arbitration, for this would enable 
him to secure the shorter hours for which he con- 
tends and would prevent the strikes which have 
brought the writ of injunction into use. There is no 
more reason why the laboring man should be left to 
enferce his contentions by an idleness that throws 
the burden upon himself and his family than there 
would be for a return to the wager of battle as a 
means of settling lawsuits. While improved ma- 
chinery has increased the number of workers and 
raised the grade of their employment, it has also 
brought about conditions under which the Superin- 
tendent is so far removed from the individual worker 
that the personal relationship is greatly weakened. 
Justice must, therefore, be secured by a resort to 
some impartial court. It is not necessary that the 
finding of the board shall be binding upon the parties 
to the dispute. If there is compulsory investigation 
at the request of either party, public opinion may be 
relied upon to enforce the conclusion reached by the 
arbitrators. 

. . a 

The labor organization hag been an important fac- 
tor iri the laboring man’s progress. It has shortened 
hours; it has increased wages; it has improved sani- 
tary conditions; it has secured the passage of laws 
for the prevention of child labor; it was largely in- 
strumental in introducing the secret ballot, and it 
has in a hundred ways made its impress upon in- 
dustry, government and society. That it has made 
mistakes is true, but what organization composed of 
human beings is free from mistakes? 

The labor organization has helped those outside of 
it as well as those inside: To test it, take a case 
where a labor organization has secured an advance in 
Wages and ask the employer why he pays union and 
nonunion men the same wages, and he will tell you 
that the nonunion men will not work for less than he 
pays the union men. And yet there are some who 
wonder why members of the union, who pay their 
dues to the organization and contribute to the support 
of their brothers on a strike, should object to shar- 
ing In the victory with those who not only refuse to 
bear the burdens, but sometimes endeavor to defeat 
the strike. 

The settlement of labor questions should not be left 
to the laboring men alone, for the whole of society 
is interested in every question which concerns those 
who are engaged in manual labor. 

In the United States the condition of the laboring 
man is not what it ought to be when comp'red with 
the importance of the position which he oc: pies, 

Our Government can be made what the people want 
it. to be, and they should want it to be the protector 
of equal rights and the enemy of privilege. 
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USE OF INJUNCTIONS

dence which is specifically preserved and 
guaranteed by the Constitution. / “Equity,’’ says 
Blackstone, “‘is the correction of that wherein the law 
(by reason of its universality) ts deficient.’ It oper- 
ates to prevent damage to property fer which the 
law can give no compensation. 

In recent years writs of injunction have been used 


increasingly against railroads—for example, to com- 
pel a railway to receive and transport cars; to pre- 


- vent a railway from making unjust discriminations; 


to compel a railway to deliver livestock; to prevent 
railways from non-competing agreements, etc.; to 
prevent railways and other great corporations from 
violating certain statutes. 

For example, under President Rooseveit the writ 

of injunction has been used against trusts and com- 
binations of capital more times than the Government 
hitherto has used it in the entire history of our coun- 
try; and not once has Theodore Roosevelt caused it 
to be used against a labor organization. However, he 
would do it just as quickly against labor as he does 
against capital; for, though he favors both labor and 
capital, if orderly and honest, he has no mercy on 
either if either is a violator of the law. 
‘This resume shows that it is a serious thing to in- 
terfere with that system of justice known as equity 
jurisprudence in its most important branch. For ex- 
ample, what would the country say if the Beef Trust, 
Drug Trust, Paper Trust and numerous other trusts, 
against which President Roosevelt has caused injunc- 
‘tions to issue, were to demand the destruction of in- 
junctions as applying to them? We have been ex- 
tending by statute the power of the courts to issue 
injunctions against lawless capital; if we greatly 
withdraw the same power as applied to labor, the 
country will soon think that we are unjust, and stop 
all legislation. Don’t you see that, laboring men? 

Only since the war have injunctions been used in 
jJabor troubles. At first they commanded strikers 
to refrain from violence only—that is right. But they 
have gone further, until practically the whole Ameri- 
can bench agrees that certain injunctions have been 


extreme. 


These injunctions were granted without hearing 
the men enjoined; and made returnable @t so distant 
a day that it would then do the men no good to be 
beard. Here is the root of the evil and the plain 
suggestion for the remedy. If the men could have 
been heard immediately after the temporary restrain. 
ing order was issued, there could have been no such 
extremes, 

So we should require judges issuing temporary in-

all things by his power; it spoke 
of a God who watches over all the world and cares 
for all the world—not even a worm dies without his 
knowledge and notice: it spoke to the world of one 
who is infinite, of one who ig just, of one who is 
holy, of one who is righteous. 

The religion of Christ, then as noW, gave man a ra- 
tional idea of himself. Hitherto man had been a 
mystery to himself, a riddle to himself. He knew 
not whence he came and he knew not whither he 
was bound, but the Christian religion rescued him. 
The Christian religion gave to man himself a knowl- 
edge of his destiny, as is well related in that holy 
speech which is said to have been made by an old 
Dane to King Edwin in the seventh century, when 
a missionary came to Edwin to convert him to 
Christianity. He was deeply impressed by the new 
religion, of which he had heard, but before taking 
such an important step he called together a council 
of his advisers. One of his counselors said: ‘You 
have seen a bird ona stormy night fly into one of 
the windows of our banquet hall and circle a few 
times around the room, and then fly out another 
window; but we knew not whence he came nor whith- 
er he went. And so it is with us: we know not our 
origin nor our destiny. If this Christian religion, 
which these men have come to explain to us, will 
solve the mystery for us, I would embrace it.’’ 

Another circumstance that commends the religion 
of Christ to us is that it not only gives us an under- 
standing ef God and of man, but that it gives us 
peace. It gives us that peace of God that passeth 
understanding. It gives us peace with Ged by teach- 
ing us to love him to serve him and to obey him; 
it gives us peace with our neighbor by teaching us 


as they were in the day of the early Christians. There 
is the same knowledge of Jesus Christ and the same 
knowledge of God now as then. Christ holds out the 
same blefsed inheritance now as ise did then, and the 
church is sowing the same seed of the Gospel now 
as it was then. Would to God I could say it is plant- 
ed in the same soil as it was then. We are unworthy 
children of worthy sires. One reason may be that it 
is not as difficult to be a Christian now as it was 
then. The father who by hard toll amasses wealth 
appreciates its value far more than the son who in- 
herits it. 

We need the help of every Christian in  car- 
rying on the work of Christ. If the apostles, 
with all their faith and influence, could not accom- 
plish what they did without the aid of the laity, how 
can we? We cannot accomplish anything without 
God's generous watering. 

Two thousand years ago, when Rome was in its 
glory, the proudest title of man was to be called a 
Roman citizen. Paul was proud ef his Roman citi- 
zenship, proud of the antiquity ef the city, proud of 
the power of the great Republic, proud of the wisdom 
of his Emperor. We should be more preud of our 
Christian citizenship. If we glory in antiquity, where 
can we find any antiquity greater than that of our 
religion ?

ESCAPING POVERTY

THE DESERTED VILLAGE

HERE are no general bad characteristics of the 
poor—neither shiftlessness, nor intemperance, 
nor criminal] inclination, nor even a preference 

for squalor. Until the conception that the poor are 
of peculiar clay is abandoned no understanding of 
poverty is possible. Sometimes, then, when there 1s 
no inherent poverty of character, relief is the path 
until that same excellent highway of self help which 
others on their own account find it so profitable to 
explore. 


And some finally, have no sufficient capacity for 


| self-help, even though their initial obstacles be swept 


away. Not only must their burden be lifted, they 
must be given new strength. They may need relief 
but they also need treatment. It is because there 
are many of whom this is true that the controversies 
about material relief have arisen. If an easy division 
of all the dependent poor into the two classes of those 
who need help and those who can help themselves 
were possible, and if those who belong in the first 
class needed nothing but money, the problem of char- 
ity would be reduced to simple proportions, It js 
far otherwise. All its difficulties center in the treat- 
ment which is sometimes a supplement to relief, 
sometimes a substitute for it, sometimes only a means 
of inducing self-help, Or making It possible. 

For those who go down into the depth of poverty 
there are conceivable three means of escape. The 
first and most honorable of these is self-help. The 
second and hardest is the taking of prudent advice 
and the third and most often abused is relief. Each 
of these ways out of poverty has its sturdy advocates 
who have misunderstood and misrepresented each 
other. They are not necessarily mutually exclusive 
routes, but may instead be only se many different 
stages of the one long upward journey. 

Self-help is the best Of Sound doctrine for a so- 
ciety of equals. It is the surest and safest road; but 
blinded eyes do not find it with ease, weak hands can- 
not always push open the doer which leads into it, 
frail feet stumble in its rough places, human courage 
ts now and then unequal to its hard demands. 

Self-help is a product of character rather than its 
source. It is a fair flower which blooms best tn the 
rich soil of opportunity. It is a trait which passes 
readily by inheritance from self-helping and offspring- 
helping ancestors. It is a spiritual heritage, very 
precious, and easily destroy ed when hope is gone, and 
fear and hate have become the most constant com- 


panions,

driver, pointing to a granite shaft off to our 
right.

There was no real village in 
sight; no settlement so large as Glassan or Ballagh- 
keeran—only silent fields, thick-checkered with old 
stone walls, and now and then a gray cottage with 
roof of thatch, a tottering wall, or a fragment of a 
stone gable. 

On the meadows the grasses were in bloom—sod- 
flowers, field daisies, white clover, and beds of red 
poppies and wild roses. The whole rich, damp earth 
was carpeted with dank, lush green. The sweet, wild 
freshness of the spring came to us over the meadows 
that rolled away into the nerth and east and west— 
simple meadows of grass, anworked by the spade and 
unturned by the plow. 

We drove up to an old gate with pillars of stene, 
between which hung a medern farm gate of wood. 
A hundred yards within were some gray stone walls 
that belonged to the home in which the Rev. Charles 
Goldsmith Hved when he was rector of Kilkenny- 
West, and where the boy QGliver spent his childhood 
days. We opened the gate and drove inte the yard 
Almost in front of what had ence been the doorway 
some cows lay in the dense shade cast by a clump 
of ancient elms, lazily chewing their cuds; and in a 
shallow pool of black water a pair of geese, with 
their half-grown family, were wading about and sip- 
ling the liquid, now and then protruding their necks 
and making resentful clatter, 

“The noisy geese that gabbled o’er the pool.” 

The line occurred to me. But this pool could not 
have been here in Goldsmith’s day. 

An Irishman of middle age Came out of the weeds 
behind the ruins of the heuse and greeteq us. He 
said it was truly the old heme of Goldsmith. The 
house had formerly had two stories, with five win- 
dows opening upon the front. When it had a roof 
it was always of thatch. I observed that some new 
corrugated iron, painted red, now roofed in a part 
of the ruins, making the place useful for a stable 
for the cows and a shelter for the hay! 
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SUBSIDIZED THEATERS

ERHAPS the fact that Plays are not always 
measured in Germany by their financial success 
accounts for the other fact that they have great 

plays in that country. Asa rule, a great play is writ- 
ten not with a view of pleasing the million.

N the face of the irrefutable conclusions of sci- 
| ence, it is criminal folly to rest in the igno- 
rance of the past and minimize the danger of 
raw milk. With the destruction of the tubercle bacilli 
in milk it ean safely be declared that New York’s 
tuberculosis recerd would be impossible. 

In the last five years in New York City there were 
87,767 new cases of tuberculosis of the lungs, and 
tuberculosis of all kinds caused 47,831 deaths which 
was over 13 per cent of the total deaths from all 
causes. Twenty-eight per cent of these vietims were 


under 25 years of age. 





It is unthinkable that this slaughter should ee on 
unchecked when science has laid a finger on the 
common cause of infection (the milk bottle). 

But the ravages of this disease will go on until 
every mother knows that ft is & crime to give a

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HAVE NOT BEEN SAFE 





Ruffians Have Assailed Them 
in Streets With Sticks 
and Stones. 





As a result of numerous complaints 
made to him, Rabbi Bernard Abramo- 
vitz has asked Capt. Michael O’ Malley 
of the Third District to give the Jews 
in the Ghetto more adequate police pro- 
tection. According to the Rabbi it is 
dangerous for Jews with beards to pass 
through the streets. He says that the 
lawless element has been having the 
upper hand in the district, which is 
‘nickly populated by Jews, Italians, Po- 
lish, negroes and other foreign-born res- 
idents. 

In the last few weeks many Jews have 
been attacked. Stones were  threwn, 
beards were pulled and insults were 
hurled at them. When the situation be- 
came unbearable con:plaints were made 
to Rabbi Abramovitz, whe decided to 
have petitions printed, signed by Jew- 
ish merchants and property owners, 
asking Chief of Police Creecy to intro- 
duce more order in the district. It was 
finally decided to appeal first to Capt. 
O’Malley of the district. 


Letter Sent to Captain, 


Here is the letter sent te the Cap- 
tain: 

“Capt. Michael O’Malley, Third Police 
District, city: Dear Sir—I beg to call 
your attention, that for some _ time 
since, it has become dangerous and un- 
safe for the Jewish population, in the 
territory of Eighth street and Jefferson 
avenue, between Wash and Cass ave- 
nue, to pass the streets during even- 
ings, and of late even in troad day- 
light. 

“A certain rough element is constantly 
harassing the Jews in the above dis- 
trict, throwing stones at them, assault- 
ing them and using knives, etc., when- 
ever defense is attempted. In very few 
cases the culprits are apprehended, and 
the situation is growing worse from day 
to day. 

“In view of these deplornble condi- 
tions I bez to humbly. petition you to 
take the necessary measures In afford- 
ing the Jewish population proper police 
protection. 

“Hoping you .will succeed in prevent- 
ing further disturbances, I remain very 
respectfully yours, 

“BERNARD ABRAMOVITZ, 
“Rabbi of St. Louis.’’ 
Captain Holds Conference. 


On receiving the letter Capt. O’Malley 
invited the rabbi to the police station 
and had a personal interview with him 
promising to do the right thing for the 
Jewish inhabitants of his district. 

Capt. O'Malley, when seen by the 
Pest-Dispatch reporter said: 

‘We are giving the Jewish citizens the 
protection which we give to the rest of 
the population. Some disturbances took 
place of late here and there. But in 
most cases the offenders have been ar- 
rested and made to pay the penalties for 
their actions. 

“T have Sergt. Cornelius Mahon and 
Sergt. Mante Adrevino take care of the 
@istrict. They are assisted by my best 
men, and I am sure that they do their 
duty. When I received the letter from 
Rabbi Abramovitz I showed it to my 
men and gave orders that they should 
leok into the matter therougnhly and let 


no guilty person escape.

HOW TO MAKE ENTRY 
FOR MISSOURI LAND 


From Missourt Labor Bureau Report. 
When a person desires to home- 
stead he must appear personally 
at the District Land Office, or be- 
fore a clerk of any court of rec- 
ord in the county where the land 
is situated, and make his appli- 
cation and affidavit. He or she 
must establish his or her residence 
within six months from date of 
entry, in a house to be built upon 
the land, and must reside on and 
cultivate the land for five years 
before making final proof and se- 
curing patent. If the applicant is 
a male citizen and married, he is 
qualified to homestead or cash en- 
ter, notwithstanding he may not be 
21 years of age. | 
A single person can homestead, 
but must be 21 years old, unless 
he or she is the head of a family.

The question of regulating the gas 
rates in Webster Groves, which is to be 
presented to the City Council of that 
city Monday night, bids fair to raise 
several interesting points concerning the ; 
power granted cities under the “En- | 
abling act’’ passed by the last legisia- | 
ture should the St. Louis County Gas 
Co. offer expected opposition te decreas- 
ing charges. 

Attorneys say that the alieged connec- 
tion between the county gas company 
and the North American Co. will prob- 
ably be gane into. if the case gets into 
the courts. 


Maximum Rate Charged. 

The St. Louls County Gas Co. has 
been furnishing gas in Webster Groves 
about two years. Its franchise pro- 
vides a maximum rate of $1.20 per 1000 
feet and further provides that the rate 
shall be as low as that charged any 
place in the county. The company has 
always charged the maximum rate in 
the city. The maximuin rate provided 
by the county franchise is $1.30 and the 
rate in no part of the county is less 
than $1.20. 

A committee of citizens who have in- 
vestigated the gas question in Webster 
Groves and compared conditions with 
those in St. Louis, have decided that 
Webster is paying too dearly for its 
light and have drafted an ordinance 
providing for a greatly ‘reduced rate. It 
is generally believed that the ordinance 
will be passed. 

Company Has Contract. 

It is understood that attorneys for 
the gas cempany doubt the application 
of the “Enabling Act’ to their case, 
since they are operating under a fran- 
chise which is in the nature of a con- 
tract between them and the city. They 
contend that the law, if applied to 
them, would impair that contract. They 
further contend, it is understood, that 
an ordinance materially reducing the 
gas rate would amount to a confisca- 
tion of their property. 

The “Enabling Act’ provides an ap- 
peal to the courts for the purpose of 
determining whether the rate cities may 
fix is reasonable. A hearing on this 
question would necessitate an inquiry 
inte the cost of production and would 
bring out the relation between the 
county company and the Laclede Gas 
Light Company, which ‘furnishes them 
all their gas.

Carondelet one of the most charming 
spots in the city. 

This park contains 180 acres of rolling 
ground, well wooded and commanding- 
ly situated. Last summer the attend- 
ance at concerts given in Carondelet 
Park showed that it is a place of recre- 
ation for thousands. One ef its attrac- 
tions is an equestrian statue of Fernan- 
do De Soto, discoverer of the Mississippi 
River. This overlooks the great river 
which De Seto was the first Eurepean 
to beheld. 

To the offense which the sinkholes 
cause the eye they add the danger to 
the children, whe find in them, in win- 
ter, a place for skating and sleighing. 
Last season two little boys lost their 
lives through the breaking of the‘“ice on 
one of the holes. 

Used for Sewage. 

These holes are regarded as a charac- 
teristic of the limestone formation which 
underlies that end ef St. Leuis. They 
are frequently encountered along the 
river from Wyeming street to the seuth- 
ern limits. One under the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewery is said te be used as a 
sewer through which the sewage of 
several buildings is drained. 

The holes in Carondelet Park are 
thought to have been eriginally crevices 
between two perpendicular ledges of 
limestone, and as deep as the river. 
They are now filled to within a few 
feet of the level.

Coupled with the recommendations 
concerning Carendelet Park Mr. Scan- 
lan repeats what some of his predeves- 
sors have said abeut the removal of the 
city’s. stables from the center to the 
south edge of Ferest Park. 

These stables eccupy ground that, Mr. 
Scanlan says, is susceptible to treatment 
and plantation. They are, besides, eld 
and gloomy. Standing, as they do, on 
Jone of the main drives through the 
park, they are usually seen by visiters 
and make a bad impressien. 

It is Mr. Scanlan’s opinion that a 
spot near the Mounted District Police 
Station and stables would be best for 
the Park Department's stables. —

Rev. J. L. King Attacked by 
1000 in Streets of East 
St. Louis. 


WIFE TRAMPLED 
They and His Assistant Are 
Locked Up for Safe Keep-

Rev. J. L. King was attacked by a 
mob of fully 1000 infuriated persons in 
East St. Louls last night while an- 
nouncing at the end of a street lecture 
that tomorrow evening he would lecture 
on the nunneries of the Catholic Church. 

In the mad press to reach King the 
crowd trampled his wife and eight other 
women of the lecture band under foot. 
King's false teeth were knocked from 
his mouth, and his eyes were blackened 
by the first fists which struck him. 

A rain of eggs covered the lecturer 
and the cordon -f who 
dragged him from the clutches of the 


crowd. Rushing King into the store of 
the James Furniture Co., at Collinsville 
and Division avenues, the police sur- 
rounded the building, but not Fr ‘ore 
bricks and cobbles had been thrown 
through the front door. 

Mrs. King, -whose garments were 
partly torn from her by the mob, and 
King’s lieutenant, Lacy, were snatched 
from their pursuers and hurried into 
the store. Far from being intimidated 
by the presence of the police, the crowd 
surrounded the building and howled its 
anger. 

Police Helmets Smashed. 

Reinforcements arffived from the police 
station in response to a riot call. Form- 
ing a hollow square in which King, 
Mrs. King and Lacy were placed, the 
police fought their way through the 
crowd to the battery of more eggs and 
sticks. Helmets were smashed and 
King was reached once or twice by the 
bolder spirits in the crowd. 

With this formation the march was 
taken up to the police station, where 
King, his wife and Lacy were placed in 
cells. A part of the crowd remained 
several hours outside the prison yelling 
for King. The prisoners were content 
to remain all night.

Wissman and his son got down from 
their seats and went to the rear of the 
wagon to see what mysterious thing had 
happened. A man was clambering down 
off the wagon. Wissman held up his 
lantern and stared at him.

itvy,*attempted to build her own funeral 
pyre in her. room on the third floor of 
the Non-Sectarian Oid People’s Home, 
34% Franklin avenue, yesterday. Half 
suffocated from the smoke that filled 
the room and with her hands badly 
burned, she was forcibly rescued by Mrs. 
Lillian Majors, daughter of the matron, 
Mrs. C. Lands. 

Choosing “an hour when the inmates 
of the home were all on the first and 
second floors, Mr.s Lytance filled sev- 
eral china vessels with scraps of paper 
and set it on fire. She stripped the 
comforters from the bed and threw them 
on the fire. Then she sat down in a 
chair and held her hands in the fire. 

The alarm of fire was given by Annie 
McCarty, a crippled girl, who smelled 
the smoke. The inmates of the home, 
all aged people, were thrown into con- 
fusion by the shouts of fire. Mrs, Lands, 
who was at work in the kitchen, 
ran to the third floor with a bucket in 
her hand. She forced her way into 
Mrs. Lytance’s room. She was almost 
driven back by the smoke, but caught 
Mrs. Lytance by the arm and attempt- 
ed to drag her out of the room. Mrs.

The airship is thoroughly successful 
from every point of view, and probably 
is the most powerful and enduring for a 
long voyage ever constructed. It held 
the gas admirably. 

Later on the same day the Express 
found us and brought the Frithjof with 
men and sledges from Camp Wei)lman. 
We ifved comfortably aboard the 
America for three days during salvage, 
and if necessary could have lived there 
nine months. During the three days 
the entire. ship, including seven parts 
and the geégoline, was: taken back to 
camp in good order.

JOPLIN, Mo., Sept. 14.—Two persons— 
a man and woman—were arrested this 
afternoon by the police in connection 
with the dynamiting last night of the 
News-Herald plant. Fred Lebo, a cook 
employed in a Joplin restaurant, was 
locked up pending further. investigation, 
but the woman, Jennie Maione, was re- 
leased after she had been “sweated” for 
several hours. 

Nothing has been given out by the po- 
lice to indicate on what evidence Lebo 
is being held. It is said, however, that 
other arrests probably will follow as a 
resuit of the answers given by the pris- 
oner while in the ‘‘sweat box.” 


Reward Is Raised, 

Citizens here have raised a fund by 
popular subscription of $1290 to be used 
as a reward for the arrest and convic- 
tion of the guilty persons; William Al- 
len White, editer of the Emporia Ga- 


the editors of the paper that he will 
give a reward of $5000, and Mayor J. F. 
Osborne has called a mass meeting for 
3 o’clock tomorrow afternoon to be held 
in the Commercial Club rooms to raise 
a $10,000 fund for a similar purpose.

soon be in complete working order 
again. 

Paper Being Published. 

The News-Herald company this after- 
noon published a half-size paper, and 
is getting out a Sunday morning issue 
of about half the usual size. It was 
said today that by Tuesday the paper 
will be restored to its normal sige. 

The plant was dynamited at 10:30 
o'clock last night. The press, which 
cost $15,000, was on the first floor. Four 
charges of dynamite, three of which ex- 
ploded, were placed on its upper deck. 
A charge consisting of two sticks was 
placed in each of the four linotype ma- 
chines on the second floor, and all the 
“mines” were connected by ‘one fuse, 
which was extended between the two 
floors through the elevator shaft. 

Parts of each of the linotype machines 
were blown to pieces: The keyboards 
of two were shattered, and the maga- 
zines in the rear of the two others were 


wrecked. By splicing the four tegether 
two machines were fitted up for use 


today. 
Press Is Repaired. 
The lower deck of the press being un- 
disturbed, in a few hours it was pos- 


sible to print a paper. 

The loss will reach $18,000. The ma- 
chinery was all new, it having been in- 
stalled less than three months ago. 
The building, which ts leased by the 
newspaper company, was not damaged 
beyond the breaking of window giass. 

PE. Burton, editor of the News- 
Herald, believes that persons whom 
the paper has criticised in its fight for 
law enforcement were responsible for 
the wercking of the plant. Only re- 
cently a special grand ag was sum- 
moned as the result of exposures in 
the columns of the News-Herald and 
104 indictments were returned against 
gamblers and saloonkeepers. 

Attack Follows Exposes. 

The exposures followed an attack by 
the paper on the City Council and the 
Police Department. It was asserted 
that the police “rest’’ room was fur- 
nished by the saloonists. As a result 
of the agitation the city editor of the 
News-Herald was attacked on 
street by a Councilman and a fist night 
resulted. Numerous other fights l- 
lowed from day to day until feeling 
was very bitter between the two well- 
divided factions.

Russia to Make Collection of All 
Things Pertaining to 
Revolution. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept 14.—The 
Government has decided to establish a 
revolutionary museum in Riga. The mu- 
seum is to contain all the papers, docu- 
ments and pictures dealing with revo- 
lutionists.

“What is unpleasant with us is that 
much that Is being done now is sheer 
brutality. It is the worship of the dis- 
eased that seems to Jnave taken hold 
‘net only ef painting, but of literature 
and music. 

“The modern idea of defying all can- 
ons is leading people into an anarchy 
which says, ‘All is desirable.’ 

“I think also that the inordinate van- 
ity ef such artists is at the bottom of It 
—a vanity which is almost criminal. The 
desire to be abnormal and Irritating is, 
at all events, criminality in art. It is 
the kind of desire which leads the lew- 
er type of man te commit crimes in or- 
der to attract attention. 

“I deo net see how we can stop this 
worship of th- ugly.

Fred Eessen, Republican ‘‘boss’’ of St. 
Louis County, has begun to make good 
his announcement that he is still active 
and will remain active in county poli- 
tics, by calling a meeting of the County 
Central Committee, to be held tomor- 
row at Clayton.

NEW SYNAGOGUE 
N THE WEST END 


Orthodox Jews Plan Their First 
House of Prayer in That 
District. 








The Orthodox Jewish population of 
the West End has decided to build a 
eynagogue. This wtll be the first 
Orthodox synagogue in that district 

Jews who formerly lived in the 
Ghetto have been moving to Cote 
Brilliante and Goodfellow avenues. 
With the Jewish population went the 
grocer, the butcher, the baker and 
the candlestick maker. The Ortho- 
dox Jews need their own ‘kosher’ 


butcher shop and grocery, and while 
they may eat bread baked anywhere 
as long as it is not baked with lard 
or similar materials, they prefer their 
own kind of bread. 

Everything went well in this re- 
spect, but in the holy day season there 
were other difficulties to overcome. 
They had no synagogue near and 
Orthodox Jews are not permitted to 
ride on cars during their holidays. 

The Ghetto was too far for them to 
walk. At first they used to stay over 
holidays with friends downtown. Then 
they rented a Scroll of the Law, hired 
a cantor and formed a small congre- 
gation of their own. 

The congregation grew and has de- 
cided to have its own synagogue 
within a year. At a recent meeting 
nearly $100 was subscribed. The 
congregation is called “B'nai Tipheres 
Israel West End.”

In addition, the fashion dictators have 
given birth to the “halo,’’ which threat- 
ens to send more playgoing men to 
Hades that drink itself. The ‘halo’’ is 
described asa jeweled circlet attached to 
a female theater pest’s topmost hair 
comb and of about the same circumfer- 
ence as her malevolent head.

Pests Do Team Work. 


Sometimes the female and the male 
theater pests do the “pest act” as a 
bit of team work.

They 
climb all over everybody else and the 
male wipes his feet on every theater 
gown and pair of enameled shoes that 
he can reach. 
Afterward, he goes out between the 
acts so as to make the job absolutely 
cemplete. These pests are also of the 
same genus as those others that can't 
wait until the last curtain falls to take 
their departure from the playhouse. 
The female theater pest of this va- 
riety begins putting on her hat long be- 
fore the last act is ended. At the play’ 8 
supremest moment, she and her male 
mate arise and walk over @ whole line 
of people to reach the aisle. There's no 
particular reason for their hurry-except 
that they beleng to the pest family.

Advocates of tax reform point to the 
eurrent year’s records in the Assessor's | 
and Collector's offices at the City Hall | 
as striking illustrations of the glaring 
inequalities permitted, if not encour- .

These records show that many men in | 


St. Louis who are regarded as roh— 


who dress expensively, wear diamonds | 
and jewelry and own carriages and au- 
tomobiles—pay a smaller amount in per- 
fonal taxes than other men who are re- 
garded as being poor. 

This point illustrates one of the curi- 


- ous phases of the present system of tax- 


ation in St. Louis. Thé personal prop- 
‘erty of a dead man can not be con- 
cealed. The Probate Court’s inventories 


- and settlement records show the Asses- 


gor exactly what the personal property 
going to the widow and orphans amounts 
te. 

But the law gives the live man more 
privileges. It permits him to be his own 
assessor and to tell the Assessor at 
what price he wishes his personal prop- 
erty assessed. It goes beyond that and 
permits him to make no_-return at all 
unless he fells so disposed. 


The results are shown by the books! 


in the Assessor's and Collector’s offices. 
Many of the richest men in St, Louis 
take adyantage of the law's provision 
permitting them to make no return. In 
each case of this kind the President of 
the Board of Assessors or one of his

And ff 
he loses he will have a lawyer's fee and 
court costs to. pay, as well as losing 
his goods. 

Beating the Gas Man. 

Many “‘deadbeats” know their power 

tn this particular and insist on having 


about the quality of goods bought are 
never made. however, until the col- 
lector puts in his appearance weeks, if 
not months, after the purchase is made. 

The gas company and_the telephone 
company suffer from the operations of 
“deadbeats.”" Many of these people 
move about rapidly, staying only a few 
months, at most, in any one house.

An East Indian Poison.

Ordinarily a youth of 18 or 0 years 
old or a girl of the same age, is not 
considered a child. But at the ages 
named the freshness and vigor of youth 
should be at high tide. Life, ordinarily, 
should present a kaleidoscopic change 
of gorgeous colorings each day. The 
heart ought to be light, for the years, 
if life has been in normal surroundings, 
have not been enough to sour, embitter, 
or even to teach that sorrow and sad- 
ness are @ part of humanity's lot. 

Kept Suicide Pact. 

Cora Miller of Belleville, who is 18 
years old, should have been in the hey- 
day of her youth, a buoyant, sunny- 
hearted girl, but when she kept her 
suicide pact she robed herself in scarlet, 
like a’ great emotional actress making 
up for the catastrophe scene of a tragic 
drama.

The purchase of the poison by the 
child was reported to the police. It is 
a crime to sell or furnish poisdén to a 
child without a doctor’s order. 

Anna Regan, an orphan, 16 years old, 
of 6440 Etzel avenue, drank poison re- 
cently at a factory where she was em- 
ployed. Before drinking the poison she 
told a girl friend that she wanted to 
die and hinted vaguely of family trou- 
bles. She had severa! brothers. The 
poison she drank had a fatal effect. 

Celia Lipschitz, aged 15, of 2338 Carr 
street, felt that life had mo more at- 
tractions when Frank Spillberg, who 
had been taking her to moving picture 
shows, found her older sister, Bessie, 
more attractive and became engaged to 
marry Bessie. So she drank. or tried 
dramatically to drink rat poison in 


Frank's presence. He knocked the bot- 
tle out of her hand before much of the 
contents had been swallowed. 

At the City Hospital she said: ‘“‘Ev- 
erything seemed to go wrong yester- 
day. The folks scolded me because I 
took supper with a girl friend without 
letting them know. Then I saw Bessie 
sewing and when I asked her if she 
was making clothes for her wedding, 
she laughed and called me a kid. 

“Then Frank came and he  0»never 
asked for me or about me, for I could 
hear every word he saiu. When I just 
couldn’t stand it any longer I ran into 
the front room with the poison—I'd been 
keeping it ever since I heard about 
Frank and Bessie—and swallowed most 
of it right in front of them.”’ 

Her act was seen by Annie, aged 14, 
and Abie, aged 12, also. They he!d her 
while Frank called the ambulince. 
Celia recovered and was glad of it. 

“Tattling’’ drove 16-year-old Adele 
Paust of 224; Montgomery street to kill 


herself by drinking carbolic acid. She 
left this note: 

“Dear Papa: Good-by. Think of me 
when I am gone. I hope you won't 
have to worry any more about me. _ I 
guess you have your wish now. I was 
the blacksheep of the family, but I 
won't be any more. 

“Good-by. Good-by to mamma and 
dear little brother George, and all my 
brothers and sisters.

Not very long -go a merry throng of 
river excursionists was startled by see- 
ing a young girl rush to the side of 
the crowded boat and leap over the 
rail. She was seized by the foot in 
the nick of time by a young man stand- 
ing near, and dragged back on deck. 
For the rest of the journey she was 
held a prisoner in the canvtain’s office. 

The girl provea to be Lottie h.wards, 
aged 20, whose home is in the 3100 block 
on Franklin avenue. She gave ill-bexlth 
as the inspiration of her desire to dle. 

Before Anna Regan, 16 years old, 
ended her life by drinking poison, she 
wrote a farewell message to her chum, 
Daisy Klein, on a souvenir postal card, 
bearing the picture of violets.

The sender of the postal card quaffed 
the poison while at work in a factory.

Grace Conklin, a young girl, aged 18, 
who recently tried to commit suicide

Blanche Moore, 17 years old, tried to 
take acid when her aunt scolded and 
slapped her for. being late to a meal.

She 
broke from him and ran, but was cap- 
tured after a chase of a block and a 
half and gent to the City Hospital. 
She recovered.

School,’’ committed su'cide by 
drinking carbolic acid after her sweet- 
heart, a youth in the neighborhood of 
her home, had failed to call on her 
for a period of three days.

THE WILL AS AN INDEX TO MAN’S CHARACTER 


é6 HE true index of a man’s char- 
T acter is contained in his last 
will and testament,”’ somebody 
has written. If this is so, then the late 
Lord Grimthorpe of England must have 
been a peculiar and eccentric man: for 
it has taken nearly two years to obtain 
probate of will on account of the 
fact that it extended to 11,070 words, no 
fewer than 2% codicils being attached, 
each contradictory of the other and of 
the will, These codicils were written 
on odd scraps of paper—circulars, bills 
and envelopes—and altogether form a re- 
markable and miscellaneous collection of 
testamentary papers. 

In contrast to this elaborate and puz- 
gling will it is interesting to note that 
Lord Inverclyde disposed of more than 
$2,500,000 on a sheet of note paper: Lord 
Munsfield found half a sheet sufficient. 
while a dogen lines served to dispose of 
Lord Russell of Killowen'’s estate of 
nearly $760,000. The will of the late 
Justice Stephen was a model of brevity, 
for it began and ended in the 13 words: 
“] give all my property te my wife, 
whom I appoint sole executrix."’ 

The shortest will ever made, however, 
was that of a well-known resident of 
Streatham, who died last year worth 
about $15,000. On the back of an old 
envelope he wrote in his last moments: 
“an for mother. C. T.” This was wi.-

Millions Disposed of in a Note—Curi- 
osities of Last Papsrs 


Bequests to a wife, however, are some- 
times marked by vindictiveness instead 
of generosity. Some years ago, for in- 
stance, the will of an English'nan was 
proved of a man who left his wife the 
sum of one farthing, and ordered that 
it should be sent to her by post in an 
unstamped envelope. He complained 
that she had called him an old pig and 
other names. His will had been made 
two years before his death. 

Equally spiteful was ‘the man who 
left $2500 to his widow, “which she is 
only to zome into the enjoymnert of after 
her death, in order that she may be 
buried sultably as my widow.” This 
bequest the judges set aside, and a sim- 
flar fate befell that of @ man who left 
e legacy to & relative on condition that 
the legatee drank up all the water in the 
sea. Counse! on both sides argued the 
case very iearnediy for several days, 
and the Judge reserved his judgment 
until the following term. He then de. 
clared that “as apparently the condition 
could not be performed, the bequest wag 


void.”

geods to his daughters, with instructions 
that the residuary legatee pay a smal] 
sum to a certain gentleman for the 
purchase of a fF pen curd or halter 
for the use of hi. “dear” wife, with a 
recommendation that that lady should 
taake use of the same without delay! 


Particulars of a $40,000 legacy which 
has already driven one man mad come 
from Paris. Two years ago a Russian 
woman, who had led @ mysterious ex- 
istence in Paris, died, and bequeathed 
a eum of $40,000 on the following strange 
conditions: A mausoleum was te be 
erected over her grave at the cenietery 
of Pere Lachaise, and inside was te be 
a emall chamber, or cell, in which the 
aspirant for the legacy of $40,000 was 
to take up his residence i: *ht and day 
for 12 months and watth .» her tomb. 
Whoever should undertake the vigi! was 
te hold no communication with anyone 
except the person whe should supply 
him with meals from a neighboring res- 
taurant. 
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A candidate duly came forward, and 
during the first few monchs all went 
well. At the end of six months, how- 
ever, the man became very morose, and 
at the end of eight months the loca! 
Police Magistrate wus obliged to inter- 
fere, for the man had lost his reason. 
He is now in the lunatic asylum, and 
the $40,000, so far as the writer has been 
able to learn, is still waiting to be 
claimed by ggmeone who will fulfill the 
conditions required by the legacy.

If they 
had taken only one or two tablets each 
they would have died.” 

The girls declared they would renew 
the attempt, if sepgrated. Their home 
is in Dallas, Tex., but Mrs. de Wolf's 
young husband recently moved to Jack- 
sonville, Fila.

Within the sphere of the Dem- 
ocratic city chairman’s influence 
are 200 jobs, paying an aggregate 
yearly compensation of $3,000,000. 

This great politicai asset is con- 
sidered the property of the City 
Committee. Its distribution among 
the 433 precinct committeemen of 
St. Louis is superintended by the 
head of the City Committee. Each 
committeeman makes a recom- 
mendation. The chairman consid- 
ers it finally. It is almost within 
his power to prevent any man hold- 
ing office. 

/With the rank and fi'e at its 
back, the City Committee can force 
the nomination of its own friends. 
It controls the campaign funds. 
In national elections the City Com- 
mittee will require from 340,000 to 
$60,000. 

The nominees and their friends 
gather this money, but it is dis- 
pensed under the eye of the city 
chairman. 

In every police and justice court 
of the town, at every ball park, 
theater and other place of amuse- 
ment, the chairman is recognizod 
as boss and usually -the “boss” 
can get what he wants. 
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“I fight to make friends and I fight 
to hold them, but I always fight with 
my fists. 

“There's lots of poor people and lots 
of unfortunate people in my ward. They 
know who’s their friend. All they've 
got to do is send for me. I don’t ask 
for an introduction and I don’t preach 
them a sermon. Money talks. I go on 
their bonds, and often I pay their at- 
torney's fees out of my own pocket. I 
go to court and watch their trials to see 
that they don’t get the worst of it. 

The Poor in Trouble. 

“The rich don’t get in the same kind 
of trouble the poor do. When a fellow 
with all kinds of coin gets a grouch he 
can let off steam by taking a spin in 
his automobile. The poor man stays at 
home and fights with his family and 
gets arrested.

Time has exacted a greater price from 
“the boys,”’ whose rugged features tell 
of the toil in the sunshine and the storm 
for over @ years. 

It is a supremely happy family. All 
of the members talk in gentle, quiet 
tones.

Questions designed to disclose the ex- 
tent of their possessions are met with a 
quiet, non-commital! observation. It is 
possible they do not know exactly how 
much they are worth, but it is certain 
they are keenly aware of the future 
value of their possessions.

T. LOUIS and St. Louis Connty 
S are afflicted with a plague of 
bugs, due, it is said by experts 
who know the bug fami'y. ‘t<s cen alo”- 
ical tree and its characteristics, to the 
unusually favorable weather conditions 
which have existed this year, condu- 
cive,to both the promieation of the fan- 
fly and to its long life. On a trip to 
Creve Coeur Lake, on one of the big 
open cars recently, a swarm of insects 
went with the car the full round trip. 
and oceasionally the car went through 
half a million or so of them flying 
across the tracks. At such times there 
would be a mighty screaming of fe- 
male voices and a mighty dusting of 
faces and backs with handkerchiefs 
by the escorts. With no difficulty, I 
was able to classify 57 varieties of in- 
gects of the night-flying kinds, rang- 
ing in size from the tiny tree hopper 
to the great and misnamed “electric 
light bug.” 

Peculiar weather conditions have 
brought out myriads of insects this 
year which are ordinarily kept in check 
either by weather or the natura! enemies 
» of the bugs, which are myriad, ranging 

from birds, small animals, snakes and 

toads, down to other insects of canni- 

Dbalistic leanings. Caterpillars of the 

“fussy” kind, which produce certain 

butterflies and some of the night fly- 

ing moths, are found in enormous num- 
bers, and truck gardners, florists and 
horticulturists are almost at tler wi.s’ 
ends to decimate the ranks of the army 
and to save their plants and their 
profits. 
Average Reader Despairs. 

In spite of the fact that Professor 
Riley, one of the greatest entomologists 
the world has ever known, was a Mis- 

rian, and for some years State En- 
tomologist of Missouri, almost nothing 
is known of insects by the local pub- 
lic. It is a queer fact, also, t at whl> 
half a dozen men in Missouri are well 
versed in bugology, they treat the sub- 
ject so seriously and so scientifically 
when they write about beetles and 
moths and flies the average reader 
throws up his hands in despair and 
wonders what kind of monsters b long 
‘to the “hemiptera” or the ‘‘coleortera” 
or the “diptera’”’ or “hymenoptera’”’ fam- 
ilies. 

A bit of information that should be 
érummed into the ears of al! school 
children until it is itndel bly printed 
upon their memories is that in the tem- 
perate zone there are no insects of @ 
poisonous character save bees, wasps 
and a few spiders.

Dragon fly will kill and devour 10 mos- 
quitoes in a night and never stop once 
for rest. He catches them on the wing 
and devours them without alighting. 

One of the most remarkable insects in 
this part of the country 1s the solitary 
wasp. The mother and father of a fam- 
ily carry particles of mud in their 
mandibles until they have built them 
a home under the eaves of a house 
and then the mother lays her eggs, half 
a dozen in them, in the cells. Before 
she seals up the cells, however, she and 
father go out spider or.caterpillar hunt- 
Ing. They find a web and deliberately 
paralyze the occupant or occupants by 
stinging them. Dame Nature has taught 
them that a sting in a certain spot will 
paralyze, but not kill, the spider. The 
spider, in a comatose condition, is then 
carried to the nest and placed in a cell 
along with the unhatched egg. The 
cell ig sealed up. When the egg hatches 
the larvae voraciously attacks the 
spider, still alive, and eats him alive. 
Sometimes half a dozen smal) spiders 
are put into edch cell 

May Flies Like Cars. 

The street cars, a little earlier than 
this, are apt to be swarmed with May 
flies. These are a delicate little insect 
that live after maturity but 2% hours, or 
just long enough to lay eggs for the 
next brood. They eat nothing after 
transformation. Thousands of them will 
surround a lamp in the country on a 
hot night. 

The common cricket has a _ strong 
penchant for street car rides at night. 
He belongs to the grasshopper family 
and can jump with his powerful hind 
legs 60 inches. If a man could jump 
as well as a cricket he would be able 
to clear 200 feet at a single leap. The 
grasshopper can excel this jump, 50 
that a big fellow, with thighs an inch 
long can jump possibly a hundred 
inches, which would be equivalent to a 
<i of 300 feet by a man 6 feet tall. 

e ericket is provided with a queer file 
on each wing and by rubbing these to- 
gether he makes his “chirp,” which is 
really his love song to his mate. The 
katydid, belonging to the same family, 
has also a file at the base of each 
wing, with which the male sings his 
monotonous “katydid.”’ 

Just at this time there is a plague of 
grasshoppers, and Forest Park is so full 
of them that they are destroying much 
of the smaller vegetation. The locust 
of Biblical mention, that carried away 
Pharaoh's corn, was u grasshopper. 

A member of the cricket family digs 
holes tike = mole, has a hairy appear- 
ance Iike a mole and has great digging 
hands or front feet like a mole. It is 
called the mole cricket.

The most prevalent bug at this time 
is the treehopper, which for some rea- 
gon unknown, nature has bullt In a 
hundred grotesque forms. The most 
common is the tiny little green bug that 
files and hops In myriads on a hot sum- 
mer night, around a light, hence into 
the brililantly lighted street cars. 

Another bug that files much at night 
is the male of the aphid or plint ic. 
The male has wings. but the female 
is wingless and lives her life on a sin- 
gie plant. A thousand of them wil) be 
seen any day on a single sunflower 

t if the leaf is turned over. And, 

¢ Close observer will there also see 
one of the queerest of the many queer 
things found In insect life. The plant 
louse is the miich cow of .tae Ani. 
Wherever they are found in numbers

there will also be found hundreds of 
ants. The plant louse sucks the sweet 
juices from the plant on which it feeds, 
and by digestion turns them into honey. 
The ants gently stroke the spiracles of 
the plant louse, which are little ducts 
sticking out from their abdomens, and 
literally milk them of their honey. This 
the ants carry back to their nests for 
their own young. The ants carefully 
look after the comfort of the aphids and 
carry them to better “pastures” when 
necessary. 

One of the greatest enemies of the 
aphids is the lady bird, a pretty little 
red and spotted beetle, which devours 
them by the hundreds. The lady bird 
is probably one of the most beneficial 
insects known. It has been introduced 
into and propagated in California to 
kill the dread San Jose scale which de- 
stroys the fruit trees. 


Odor of the Chinch Bug. 

Whether or not the .United States 
shield was modeled after him, it is a 
fact that the chinch bug carries on his 
back a true shield. This is the fellow 
whose disagreeable odor ig tasted upon 
blackberries and raspberries. There are 
many varieties of chinch bugs found 
in this section and they appear to be 
partial to the Creve Coeur electric line. 

A bug that can cause more feminine 
shrieks than a burned-out controller is 
the dobson fly. This insact is 4 inches 
long and has long horns, with vhich |! 
holds its prey. It also feeds on mosqui- 
toes and noxious insects and is a 0o- 
lutely harmless to man or woman. The 
larvae is used by fishermen as a dainty 
morsel with which to catch bass and 
other game fish. The larvae lives in the 
water of large streams. 

A tiny mite of the insect family and 
of the same order as the dobson fly is 
the lace wing. This is a pale green bug 
which filles in swirms arou d bih 
lights. When crushed it will leave a pe- 
cullar sour and nauseous odor on the 
hands that will last for hours. 

A queer insect is called the ‘‘rubber 
neck”’ by students of bugology because 
no other name will fit it. Its Latin 
designation is raphidia. They are found 
from St. Louis on west to the coast, 
but not to the east of this city.

An insect of enormous strength is the 
tumble beetle. This insect rolls up a 
ball weighing five times as much as it- 
self, and the mule and female wi!] roll 
it for half a mile until a suitable place 
to bury it is found The eggs are de- 
posited within the ball and hatch there- 
from the next spring. Such a_ task 
would be equivalent to a man rolling a 
ball weighing 900 pounds for fifty or sev- 
enty-five mies while standing on hi's 
hands and pushing, with his feet—an im- 
possible task. 

Strength of Beetles. 

Beetles are noted for their enormous 
strength, which is made possible by the 
fact that their bones are on the outside 
and their muscles and nerves within 
They are enabled to perform tasks that 
would break a man’s leg in a dozen 
places. 

An annoying though entirely beneficial 
insect is the ‘“‘Bombardier beetle.’’ His 
color is a brilliant red except that his 
long neck and head are black. The 
bombardier gets his name from the fact 
that when attacked or touched he fires a 
shot of liquid that burns sharply and

Most Beautiful Insect. 

The most beautiful insect in this pari 
of the country, outside of the m ths 
and butterflies, is the Searcher beetle 
He is two inches tong and his body is 
bright green in color, the wing cases be- 
ing bordered in most artistic fashion 
with a beautful bronze. This fellow 
lives exclusively on caterpillars and is 
the only one of the beetles that is saf¢ 
when a flock of sparrows is around 
They will not eat him, because when 
in danger or annoyed he discharges a 
liquid that is viely odoriferous. So 
strong is this odor that it cannot be 
washed off the hands with strong soap 
and will remain pungent for 24 hours 














pungent odor. Hundreds of bomba: 
diers can be seen around an electri 
light. 

The downtown electric lights are grea 
places for collectors of insects. On 
of %.° lonmuoaonest “finds” is the Wate 
Tiger, a queeriy shaped heetie with tw: 
excellent oars attached to his hind feet 
with which he propels himself 1: 
streams, with great rapidity. He is a 
cannibal and flies from pond to pond 
at night. 

The Tiger beetle is also pi-n‘iful, He 
has long legs and a slender and pretty 
metallic-colored body. If a racehors« 
could run as fast as a Tiger b-et'e, he 
would make a mile in half a minute. If 
a tiger could eat as many other -ani- 
mals as the .T’ger bettle the woods of 
Africa would soon be depopulated. A 
single Tiger beetle willeat h.lf a d ze 
fat caterpillars in a night and stil) be 
hungry. 

The Click beetle, of which there are 
many kinds, is found in numbers about 
St. Louis electric and street car lights. 
When this beetle falls on its back. its 
gives a quick “click” or spring to {ts 
neck and flies up in the air and lights on 
its feet. It also makes a clicking noise 
with its “spring,” which has at times 
been mistaken for ghostly noises by the 
superstitious. In Europe this poor in- 
nocent insect is called “The Death 
Watch” and the ignorant believe that 
when its click is heard about a house 
someone therein is going to die. 


Nearly Three Inches Long, 

The monster Stag bettle whch is fre- 
quently seen, is nearly three inches 
long. He carries as fine a pair of horns 
as ever did Jerry, the famous Forest 
Park elk, now deceased by due process 
of law. The jaws, or horns, of the 
Stag beetie are so powerful that they 
can crush another insect to a pulp, and 
to’ ¥ would make a bad wound on a 
man’s finger. Their strength would be 
equal, relatively, to that of two ele- 
phants, and the same strength in a 
man’s hand would enable him to crush a 
three-inch fron bar like se much paper. 

The Rhinoceros beetle of the West is 
the largest beetle in this country. It is 
three inches long and the male carries 
three horns, which give him the appear- 
ance of a rhinoceros. In the West 
Indies this beetle is frequently found 
six inches long! It is harmless except 
for its pinch, and it does not seek op- 
portunities to pinch. 

Many moths, small and large, are 
found on the street cars at night, and 
the downtown show windows and lights 
are surrounded by them throughout the 
furnmmer months. There are several thou- 
sund kinds of moths and some of them 
ure very beautiful in coloring. While 
of the same family as the butterfly, they 
differ in two ways. One of these is 
that the butterfly Js out by day and the 
moth filles only at night.

There at his side, a Red Cross on her 
arm, is a trained nurse, the girl with 
whom he had a trifling quarrel before 
he marched off.

They are denounced as 
gatherers of germs and scatterers of 
disease. They are not sanitary and they 
sweep up germs and filth 
streets, to be brought into the homes.

style Now comes the question of what 
the women are to do—kKnowing as they 
co, just what long skirts mean from 
the standpoint of cemfort, cleanliness 
and health. ' 

Will. the women of St. Louis ignore 
the new and generally condemned fash- 
ion and assert their independent good 
sense, or will they slavishly follow the 
mandates of arvitrary fads and in so 
doing wear garments that cannot be 
kept clean and which are important 
allies of consumption, pneumonia, diph- 
theria and other germ diseases? 

A number of physicians who make a 
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specialty of tuberculosis or who devote 
much ‘time anu attention to diseases of 
i..at type in their practice have given 
the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine ex- 
pressions of opinion relative to the long 
skirt =

last time the long skirt Was 
said Dr. George Homan, 
president of the Missouri Anti-Tuber- 
culosis Society, “our sidewalks were 
about as dirty as the middle of the 
street is now. There has been much im- 
provement in that respect, but still the 
sidewalks are filthy and are spat upon 
by many diseased persons. 

“It seems to me, however, that aside 
from all questions of spreading disease, 
the women would refuse to wear the 
long skirt because of its uncleanliness. 
{1 don’t see how any woman with a prop- 
er sense of personal cleanliness can 
wear a garment that drags through the 
dust and dirt of the street, as those long 
skirts do. The sight is disgusting. - 


e 


“Suppose some wild absurd fashion 
should be adopted by the men, such as 
a flap, a toot or tw» iong, extending 
from the bottom of the trousers leg 
and trailing along the sidlewalk. The 
women would not let men come into 
their houses with such dirty things on. 
Yet the cases are an_logous. The flap 
on the trousers leg would be no more 
objectionable than the long skirt and 
just as sensible. The long skirts are not 
even pretty and on the street are pos- 
itively disgusting. 


Obey Fas‘iion, Not Doctors. 


“Of course, women are going to obey 
the decrees of fashion, no matter what 
doctors may say, but it seems to me 
that the women ought to compromise in 
this matter and not wear long skirts on 
the streets. The skirts they have been 
wearing are sensible and they ought to 
be kept for street wear, at any rate. 

“The long skirt is dangerous in many 
ways. In the first place it stirs up 
germ-laden dust on the street, just 
as a broom would, though, of course, 
not in such great quantities. However, 
the dust swept up by cne of these 
skirts may be inhaled and cause dis- 
ease. 

“Then the germs accumulate on and 
cling to the skirt itself, where it drags 
through the filth of the street. They are 
taken into the home to become a men- 
ace and source of disease in that way. 

“Consumption is the disease most 


\, often acquired through long skirts, be- 
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} cause more persons have it and the dis- 
lease lasts longer than other diseases 
\do. There is more sputum of consump- 
‘tives to be stirred u and gathered by 
the skirts. 
“A man may have consumption for a 
year or eighteen months before he finds 
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it out, yet he goes on spitting in public 
places all the time before he becomes 
aware of his condition. Diphtheria, 
Pneumonia and other diseases in which 
the throat is affected may be carried 
by the long skirt. 

“A woman’s skirt should be so’ made 
that, at no time, would it ever touch 
the ground, Of course, in clean homes 
it is not a matter of sanitation, but of 
judgment and taste. The long. skirts 
won't do much harm if they are kept 
off the street.”’ 

Dr. L. H. Behrens said: “Of course, 

it is rather a delicate matter for a phy- 
sician to attempt to interfere with fem- 
inine styles, but in the matter of the 
long skirt, with a.train, there are grave 
considerations of public health. to be 
thought of. 
_ “Unquestionably, the long skirt, drag- 
ging on the ground, is a disease car- 
rier. Until the laws of health are bet- 
ter understood and until the manifold 
dangers of life in a big city, such as 
spittle on the sidewalk, are better 
known, and until our streets and side- 
walks are much cleaner than they are, 
the ladies should be very slow about 
adopting a style recognized to be as 
dangerous as the long skirt. 


Diseases Spread by Skirts. 


“What diseases are spread by the long 
skirt? Consumption is the first one 
thought of. Many a case of consump- 
tion, many more than the ordinary man 
or woman would believe, has been 
caused by this very thing of long skirts. 
The skirts are dragged over pavements, 
along street car floors and other pub- 
lic places, gathering germs by the mil- 
lion and scattering them far and wide. 

“The wearers of the skirts carry the 
germs into their own homes. They are 
rubbed into carpets and scattered about 
the house. Suppose the skirt should be 
placed away in a closet after one wear- 


ing. The germs live for a period of 
from three to five months and are 
capable of infecting a person at any 
time during that period.’ 


“Suppose there is sickness in a house— 
say a case of pneumonia, from which 
the patient is just recovering—and we 
have pneumonia winter and summer. 
The skirt brings the consumption bac- 
cilli into the sickroom, they are inhaled 
by the patient and a case of tubercu- 
losis is developed. 

“Many men, apparently healthy, sp't 
upon the sidewalks. But their spittle 
may contain disease germs in spite 
of their outward appearance of health. 
Many others aware that they have 
consumption are very careless. It is 
perfectly plain what it means for a 
gréat mass of cloth, worn by a woman 
as a sk'rt, to be sweeping through 
these accumulations of germs on the 
sidewalks. 


Bad Example for Poor. . 


“We are finding out more and more 
every day about the way diseases are 
transmitted. There are many laws 
known already, which, if observed 
intelligently and carefully, could dw 
a great deal to prevent many cases of 
disease. The wearing of the long 
skirt is known to be so dangerous 
that, it seems to me, the ladies should 
be w'lling to give it up, style or no 
style, fashion’s dictates to the con- 
trary notwithstanding.” 


Dr. William Porter, one of the two 
Missouri directors of the Nationa] An- 
ti-Tuberculosis Society, sald: 


“I approve what Dr. Homan and Dr. 
Behrens have said. The thought also 
occurs to me that it is hard to app al 
to the poor of-the city on subjects of 
ventilation, sanitation and correct and 
healthy cloth'ng, if the more well-to-

The material used for building cannen is what is 
known at the navy yard as open-hearth nickel steel, 
tluid-compressed, forged, oil-tempered and annealed. 
Nickel steel is found more serviceable, as being more 
ductile and more elastic and. of greater tensile 
strength than carbon steel. 


When this material comes from the great steel com- 
panies it is rough-bored and turned, the tubes within 
one Inch of the finished dimensions and all other 
parts within a quarter of an inch. These great forg- 
ings are at once carefully weighed and minutely ex- 
amined. Measurements are taken to discover wheth- 
er they wii work out to finishing dimensions. 

Th®é lathe is the imperial tool for the making of a 
great gun—a “peacemaker.’”’ 

No. 1 lathe is the prize piece of the gun shop. It 
is capable of turning or boring a gun of 16-inch bore 
or less, and can turn a gun 67 feet long and bore for 
51 feet. On this lathe, which has @ bed of 128 feet 
3% inehes, the gigantic Monarch the 16-inch gun, ca- 
pable of hurling a ton of steel a distance of 12 miles, 
can be easily made. 

There are other and smaller lathes in the great 
shop, but much mere is left to be dewe befere Uncle 
Sam can have hig peace maker. 


The processes of building a big, and, for that mat- 
ter, the smaller guns, are the ‘boring of the jacket, 
the turning ofthe tube, the shrinking of -“49 jacket 
upon it and the subsequent turning. of the exterior. 
followed one by one by the shrinking on of thé hoops. 
Each hoop is turned after it is shrunk on. Then fol- 
lows the borin of the built-up guns, with the finish- 
ing of the powder chamber, the cutting off of the 
thread for the screw bore, the rifling of the gun and 
the attachment of the breech mechanism. 
~ shrinking on the great Jacket of a mighty gun is 
the greatest work of all. ‘It is an event. All the 
workmen gather to see it done. 


It takes from thirty to thirty-six hours to hea. up 
& large jacket, which may weigh as much as 34,000 
pounds. At a signal of the foreman the big overhead 
cranes wheel over the pit. The smaller one lifts the 
Hd of the furnace and swings it to one #:1e. Then 
the great 110-ton crane comes into position, its great 
shackle Is lowered rapidly.

There is but 'four-hundredths of an inch play all 
around the tube. If the jacket binds when lowered, 
there is no end of trouble, delay and expense. Steady 
nerves are need to center the jacket. The heat from 
the jacket is almost unendurable. The red faces of 
the workmen who steady it with asbestos-gloved 
hands show. it. 


Down bend the foreman’s fingers. The reel un- 


, winds, and the jacket, at first slowly and then rap- 


idly, drops until it brings up suddenly on the end of 
the tube. 

It is customary now to jacket the big guns right 
up to the muzzle. tor 18 hours the mass cools, has- 
tened by water circulating inside the tube. Then 
when the contraction ceases it has nipped the tube 
so closely as to compress it, and practically the tube 
and jacket have become one piece ef steel. The rest 
of the work is easy.
